Wasuineton, February 17.—The strongest 
speech against Mr. Haskell’s motion to throt- 
tle debate on the tariff bill today was made 
by Colonel Hammond. He showed that in this 
vere debate the house had repeatedly recog- 
nized the fact that the bill must be considered 
by clauses, and that was the established rule 
of the house on all bills relating to the rev- 
enue. He warned Mr. Haskell that the adop- 
tion of his motion limiting debate to one 
hour would not accomplish His purpose of

ent ever having them read, for the right to 
offer amendments would remain and a thou- 
sand migat be offered. 

Mr. Haskell asked: ‘‘Will you offer amend- 
ments merely to consume time?’ 

Mr. Haoimond replied, with great em- 
phasis: ‘‘! would offer a million to defeat 
such a purpose as this.”’ : 

The general applause of the democratic side 
approved that sentiment. Mr. Roberson’s 
speech was a bomb among the republicans. 
Mr. Keifer was ready to overrule the point of 
order against Mr. Haskell’s motion 
and rush the bill through. 
under the arbitrary decisions, but he was 
afraid that Robinson’s following, combined 
with the democrats, would overrule him, and 
though there were frequent demands for a 
decision he delayed until the hour arrived

CALL ON PROTECTION,

Wasnineton, February 17.—In the senate 
Mr. Butler presented resolutions of the gen- 
eral assembly of South Carolina in relation to 
federal aid to common schools.

fered a resolution specially charging the com- 


mittee on appropriations to consider the ne- 
cessity for an additional force in the general 
land offices and in the local office in Fiorida 
to expedite the progress of contested home- 
stead cases in Florida. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the committe. The tariff bill was taken 
up and Mr. Sherman offered a complicated 
amendment affecting the tariffon steel. Mr. 
Call made Mr. Sherman’s amendment the 
text for an elabo ate speech, in which he dis- 
cussed the fundamental principles that should 
guide legislative power in dealing with gen- 
eral questions of labor, capital and produc- 
tion. The protection of American. laber 
against foreign labor was, he said, a solecism, 
an idea having no foundation in truth. Amer- 
ican labor and foreign labor, by natural law 
which no statute could change, worked to- 
gether for the benefits of each, but the pro- 
tection of American labor against foreign 
labor had no connection with its protection 
from poverty and want and in the adjust- 
ment of a tariff for revenue, its incidental 
effects should be directed to the end of secur- 
ing, subordinate to the purposes of the reve- 
nue, the employment and just compensation 
to all persons living under our laws. The 
debate without action continued until the 
house resolution on the death of Representa- 
tive Shackleford wasin order. Mr. Morrill gave 
notice that he would ask the senate Lo sit the 
bill out .on Monday. Mr. Ransom offered 
the customary resolutions on the death of 
Mr. Shackelfurd, and after addresses by him 
and Mr. Vance, senate adjourned.

He paid his respects 
to Mr. Bayne, who had stepped over to 
the free traders, on this sugar question 
and to Mr. Candler, of Massachusettes, who 
bad become the distinguished champion of 
slave laborin Cuba. Mr. E/ilis, of Louisiana, 
said that the gentleman from New Hampshire; 
Mr. Briggs, seemed tothink that with ree 
coffee and sugar, be would have a free break- 
fust tabie. He then gave an amusing sketch 
of the free breakfast table, taking the gentle 
man from his taxed eye Opener of mineral 
Water, or using a taxed toothpick, leaving 
him gazingon ataxed granite quarry after 
breakfast.

PROPOSED REVENUE BILL.

It ‘calls for ‘$24,000,000, 
The $10,000 in bill for the pational board of 
health was struck out, and the signal service 
appropriation was considerabiy cutdown. The 
amount asked for signal reports from cotton 
belt was struck out, on the ground that these 
reports are of value only for speculative pur- 
poses. 


FOREPAUGH's BEAUTY. 


. TheJdJury Render aSeated Verdict in Miss Montague’s 


Third Case. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 17.—Miss Louise 
Montazue’s suit against Adam. Forepaugh to 
recover damages for injuries sustained by be- 
ing thrown by an alleged vicious elepnant 
was given to the jury yesterday afternoon at 
two o’ciock. Judge Arnold, in his charge, 
read from the testimony of both sides and ex- 
pluined the principles of law which he said 
were for the jury toapply. As the audience 
were dispersing Miss Montague said to R. P, 
White, of counsel for Forepaugh: 

‘You were very unkind to me,”’ 

“Not nearly so much as you were to me,”’ 
replied the lawyer, witha bland smile. ‘‘Why, 
you said that | was old. No lady ever said 
that to me before.’’ 

“Indeed!” replied the beauty, in a scorch- 
ing voice. “‘Then they never could have 
looked at you.”’ 

Just ahead of Miss Montaguein going down 
the steps was police officer Myers, who had 
testified for Furepaugu and who said some 
unpleasant things about Van Rensselaer Barn- 
hart, one of the beauty’s witnesses. Miss 
Montague impulsively stabbed bim in the 
ribs with her umbrelia handle. The officer 
turned around with an inodignant ‘‘Who 
struck me?’’ The belligerent beauty smothered 
a chuckle ina silk handkerchief and flitted 
past bim into the midst of the crowd, which 
vpened before her.

It is re- 
ported on the best authority that leading re- 
publicans in Georgia have filed with the sec- 
retary of the treasury very damaying charges 
against Wimberly, to-wit: that in 1874 he, 
the said Wimberty, a citizen of the first con- 
gressional “district, for a consideration, did 
agree to make the race in said district as an 
independent republican candidate against the 
repudlican candidate duly nominated in said 
digirict; that Wimberly received a large sum 
of money, made the race as an independent 
candidate, was badly defeated, and thereby 
helped to elect the democratic candidate 
The republicans claim that they elected An- 
drew Sloan, who was a republican, in 1872, 
and tiat they could have elected a repubili- 
can successor but for Wimberly’s sale. Wim- 
berly’s chances are very slim now.

He ctaimed to have checks amounting 
to four thousand dollars on one city bank, 
and when asked for board gave as a reason for 
not paying that he could not get morey on 
his drafis for-several days. He contracted

CROWN’S EVIDENCE. 


James Carey, the Dublin Ceuncilman, Who Hoaded 
the Asseseine, Bstrays His Assceiates and Tes: 
tifies Against Them-— Toe Origin, Growth 
and Acts of the Irish Invincibies, 


Dupin, February 17.—12:30 p. m.—All the 
prisoners charged with conspiracy were pla 


sensation had scarcelygsubsided before coun- 
sellor Carey stepped into the witness box. 
The surprise amongst the prisoners was un- 
bounded. Counsel for the prisoners objected 
to the question of Mr. Murphy, crown coun- 
sel,and alluded to Carey as an “infamous 
witness.’ Great excitement followed the re- 
mark, which drew asharp rebuke from the 
magistrate. James Carey proceeded to 
give his evidence. His appearance at 
‘the witness table created a profound sensa- 


tion. He was hissed by the other prisoners. 
He de d that he joined the Fenian broth 
erhood in 1862. He mentioned, as members 


of the Fenian directory, Thomas Brennan, 
late secretary of the land league, and James 
O'Connor. He spoke ina voice so low that 
the prisoners in the dock _ eried, 
‘Speak up!’ He deposed that he was 
always treasurer of the Fenian brotherhood. 
The funds, he said, were always in a bad state. 
Here one of the prisoners interposed the re- 
mark, ‘‘Because you pocketed them.’”’ The 
witness continued: uring his connection 
with the society several persons were tried by 
acourt martial of the organization. Up to 
1879 informers only were tried. Edward 
McCaffrey was, prior to November, 1881, 
u member of the organization. 
In that month he brought Walsh to Carey’s 
house. Walsh, who was from the north of 
England, told Carey that his mission in Dub- 
lin was to make history. The names of four 
persons had been submitted to the organiza- 
tion in London as capable of heading the or- 
ganization in Dublin. 
INTRODUCED INTO DUBLIN. 

Walsh had sworn him in, each holding a 
knifein his hands. The oath bound Carey to 
obey all orders transmit ed to him by the 
Irish Invincibles under penalty of death. A 
few days afterward Walsh, McCalfrey and 
James Mullett told him they were to 
form a board of directors of the new 
organization in Dublin, of Invin- 
cibles who were not to exceed fifty members 
for the whole kingdom. They were to be se- 
lected from picked Fenians here. There was 
general Jauyuter by the prisoners. The wit- 
ness coptinned: The Dublin branch of the 
organization was to eonsist of fifty members, 
and its object was to ‘‘remove’”’ all tyrants. 
James Muilet was to be chairman, Mr.-Forster 
and Earl Cowper were named among those to 
be removed. Relative to further operations 
of the Dublin branch it was to be left to its 
own discretion. Walsh gave witness fifty 
pounds. Brady's name was subsequently 
mentioned amorg themsel ves. 

WATCHING FOR COWPER AND FORSTER. 

Arrangements were made for taking the 
house at Corkhill, close to Dublin castle, from 
which Early Cowper was to be shot. Early 
in December, witness went to Pheonix park 
with Cuiley, and there met Mullet and 
Walsh, who were watching the chief secreta- 
ry’s house. The witness saw the brothers of 
Forster and Burke coming over. The four 
principals in the month of December, se- 
lected men for the work in Dublin. Witness 
selected a man named  Pinkle, who 
selected two men namej} Leonard and Steph- 
the last named being an Awmeri- 
can. McCafferty selected Doyle. A 
greater number of men were selected by 
Curly and Mullet, the latter’s principal se- 
lection being Brady. By July, 1882, the In- 
vincibles in Dublin numbered about 300. The 
introduction of the witness to Sheridan oc-. 
curred in December, 1881. He again met 
Sheridan in February, 1882, when their con- 
fab aboutthe arms occurred. The prisoners 
listened to this tes imony with breathless at- 
tention, hardly exchanging aword. The wit- 
ness continued: After Walsh left Dublin, a 
man called Captain McCafferty paid witness 
two sums of twenty-five ‘pounds and fifieen 
pounds. The witness did not know McUVaf- 
ferty, but understood that he was once tried 
in Dublin. 

FORSTER'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

The society watched days aad nights to 
murder Forster. On one occasion he escaped 
by. waiting about the steamer at Kingslow. 
They waited for him until the last rail- 
way train had left. Capey said he re- 
eoliected the shooting of MacMahon. 
Previous to that time an arrangement 
had been made to remove _ Forster 
at thecorner of John street on his way to 
the castle. A car was stationed at the park 
gate. With himself were Leonard, McMa- 
bon, Brady, Kelly, Curley and Martin. He 
(Carey) gave the signal when Forster passed. 
Forster’s carriage was to be preceeded by 
Fitzuarris’s can, according to arrangment,but 
the plan failed through the negiigence of 
the watcher called Rowles. Curley repre- 
manded Rowles, and watched for Forster 
on his return from the castie, but this time 
there was a failure onthe part of the signal 
cab. Curley detailed three other occasions 
on which the murder of Forster was pre- 
vented by the accidental passing of a party 
of mounted police. 

THE TRAGEDY OF PHOENIX PARK. 

He said that he himself suegested the use 
of the knives, and McCafferty took them to 
wind a cord around the handles, tostrengthen 
their grip. Frank Byrne (he said) was a 
member of the land confederation. His wife 
brought six knives, and a rifle was slung 
around her reck, under ker cloak. On the 
second occasion she brought a similar con- 
signment, but only four knives. One of these 
bad been produced in court. as was also the 
rifle, which was intenaed for use at Corkbill. 
McCafferty was succeeded in Dublin by an- 
Other person, apparently of au‘hority, oi 
whose name witness was iguorant, 
Curley became chairman after Muliet’s ar- 


rest, Brady succeeding Curley in the 
council. While the council was thus 
organized, the murders. of Fors‘er 


and Burke were discussed at Mullet’s house 
The attack upon them was arranged for being 
made near St, Mark’s church, oo the 3 of 
March. Mullet, Curley, Rinkle, Mooney, 
Brady, Kelley, witness himseif and two 
strangers were at the church. It had been 
arranged that Foster was to be shot together 
with other occupants of bis carriage, and any 
one interfering was to be disabled. Here the 
prisoners laughed. 
THE DAY BEFORE. 

On the night that Forster left lreland fif- 
teen Invincibles actually followed him tote 
Westland Row station. Curley logked into 
the cars, but only saw Forster's wife and 
daughter. The Invincibles were under com- 
mand of Curley on this occasion, who was 
obeying the orders of the mysterious 
number one. As Forster had definitely 
left Ireland, they were told tw 
concentrate their attention upon Burke. Ca- 
rey went into the park on May Sth. Fitz- 
harris’s cab met number one opposite the vice 
regal lodge. There were also there, Patrick 
Delaney, Tom McCaffry, Curley, Brady, 
Smith and Kavanaugh. They were there for 
the purpose of meeting Burke “and re- 
moving’ him, Burke accidentally esca- 
ved *by taking an unusaal route.’ 
Jumber one always gave money. He said there 
was no limit. .He could have a thousand 
pounds if he wished. The conspirators often

i CLINCHED IN DEATH, 

When Carey again looked the two rear 
men had closed. I saw Joseph Brady raising 
bis left hand and striking the man dressed in 
the gray suit, that was all Isaw. Here there 
was a sensation in the court room and loud 
cries Of hush. Before the murder he, Carey, 
was waiting at the Polo ground, and was 
summoned thence by Curley; also, he said he 
did not know what moment they might be 
wanted, Carey admitted making the pre ar- 
ranged signal with a white handkerzhief. 
Cur.ey, he said, directed the arrange- 
ments at the scene of the murder. 
Carey, on Mr. Burke’s being 
identified by Smith yointing him out to Cur- 
ley’as the manin the grey suit, Curley told 
Oarey to tell Smith to “go to hell out of 
this.” Smith wentoff toward the Hibernia 
school. The murderers then held a council, 
and Carey asked Brady what he was tu do. 
He wastold to go off. Before moving he said, 
‘Mind and be it is the man 
in the grey _ suit.” As he turned 
towards Island-bridge the two victims were 
two hundred yards off. I timed my own 
movements accurately during the day What 
I related occurred at 9:17 p.m. Afterl left 
the park [ met at the Island bridge, Jve 
Smith, the person who was acquainted with 
Burke's appearance, and had accompanied 


me for the purpose of pointing him out It 
was Smith who to'd Kavanaugh to hurry up 


and take the nuse bag off. 
BRADY ACKNOWLEDGES THE DEED. 

Witness repeated a conversatiun he had af- 
ter the murder, with Brady, who stated that 
he bad stambed Burke, and afterwards settled 
Lord Frederick Cavendish. After that he 
went back to Burke and put the knife in his 
throat. Witness said Smith did not know 
what be was wanted for. He (Caery) said 
this because ue wanted to save an innocent 
man, if he could, 

THE SCENE DURING THE TESTIMONY.

SEVENTY MINBRS DROWNED AND 
CRUSHED 10 DEATH. 


wee 


| The Surface Above Bresks Loose and Falis ip Upon the 
: Men at Work B:low—The Waters Rupr ping 
Thrvugh Where Barth Failed to Close in— 
Terribie Scenes on the Grounds. 


CuicaGo, February 17.—In a brief interview 
| held with A. L. Sweet, president of the 
| four mines comprising the Diamond Mine 

company, he confirms the reports of the 
terrible disaster at Braidwood. Mr. Sweet's 
information is that300 men were in the va- 
rious shafts, yesterday afternoon, when the 
ground sagged in under the 
weight of water that had both 
saturated and loosened it. Sixty-two were in 
one shaft, which caught the bulk of the fall- 
ing debris, and which was instantly flooded. 
Every one of them was drowned or smother- 
ed inside of 5 minutes. Their bodies are now 
buried under many tons of earth. One hun- 
d-ed acres have been excavated, and the mi- 


ners, except in the one unfortunate shaft, es- 
caped. 


AT THE SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 


Braidwood is filled with lamentation, 
owing to the terrible disaster of yesterday, 
which resulted in the death of seventy per- 
sons. A number of those killed leave ia 
families. The accident occurred in the north- 
east side of shaft No. 2, the Wilmington Coal 
Mining and Manufacturing company’s mine. 
This company is one of the four which form 
the Wilmington coal association. The shaft 
in which the accident occurred has been 
working for the past eight years. [tis situated 
at Diamond, a little village about four miles 
out of West Wilmington, and two miles north 
west of Braidwood. The country thereabout 
is as level as a floor, with perhaps a slighti - 
clination toward the mines. A sudden and 
heavy rainfall transfurmed the prairie into a 
lake for miles. Abvut Diamond the water 
stands from six inches to three feet in depth. 
With scarcely any warning there suddenly 
appeared an opening from the surface of the 
earth into the mine. The surface being coy 
ered with water, it toek only ashort time 


for che weter to permeate the entire 
mine, drowning ali who were unable 
to get out before the rising water 


caught them. In the opening of this mine a 
shaft seventy five feet deep was sunk into the 
earth. At right angles to this two main gal- 
leries were run nearly paraliel, with a surface 
of earth, and about seventy five feet below it 
from these main galleries, narrow spurs or 
gangways are dug out in various directions. 
[hese spurs rise and fall with the ledge of 
coal, sometimes rising to within twelve or 
fifteen feet of the surface. It was at such 
points, very near the top, where the break oc- 
curred 
THE CHILL OF DEATH. 

While lying on his back, picking. away at 
coal above. the earth must have fallen upon 
the doomed miner. Through the opening 
this made, the water poured in, filling one 
gang way after another, and cutting offescape 
to the central shaft. There was little time to 
give the alarm, for in less than an hour 
from the time the break occurred every ave- 
nue of escape was cut off, and — occupant 
of the mine at that time must have been 
drowned. The gallé¢ries were low and narrow, 
and only by painfully slow crawling couid 
the victims escape. No noise accompanied 
the rising oT the waters and the first indication 
they had of their danger,by of the dead 
was the chilling sensation ni dota water trick- 
ling along the pathway in which they lay at 
work. There was the air shaft offering an 
additional ‘avenue of escape, of 
which many availed themselves, but the wa- 
ter came in too rapidly to allow allto reach 
it. The mine was not considered very dan- 
gerous, though a break had occurred once 
before, at about the same place. There is no 
chance of rescue, but in order to reach the 


bodies of the dead, Mr. Fordyce gen- 
eral manager, of the company has 
gone to the scewe of the disaster with 


two steam pumps. It is said tnat an effort 
will be made toreach the mine from the shaft, 
but there is not the remotest probability of 
finding any of the men alive. Ouly drowned 
or suffocated remains can be recovered. A 
majority of the workers under ground are 
foreigners, English, Scotch and Lrish.

Au Accident on the East tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Ends at Least [we Lives. 
Special to 4he Co. gitution. 

Roms, February 17.— The local freight train 
No 59, on the Georgia division of the East 
Tennessee. Virginia and Georgia road, which 
left bere this morning at 6 o’cl ck, went 
through Big Raccoon creek trestle, just be- 
yond the tunnel, between Rockmart and Dal- 
las, The trestle is seventy feet high, and 
when the engine and oue car passed safely 
over, the tresile gave way, carrylug nine cars 
and the caboose into the creek beiow. killing 
three men outright and seriously iniur- 
ing another. Those killed were a negro 
brakeman, an engineer named Kidwell, who 
was deudheading his way over the road, and 
a stranger. The conductor happened to be 
riding on the engine at the time of the disas- 
ter and escaped unhurt. 

ANOTHEB ACCOUNT. 
Intelligence of aterrible accident on the 


East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad reached Atlanta yesterday 
about noon. The accident occurred 


about 10 o’clock in the morning between the 
tuonel ana Dailas, and by it two men were 
killed and two others badly burt. 

The details of the sad affair, as received at 
the headquarters of the road in this city, are 
about as follows: Over Raccoon creek, asmall 
stream about half-way between the tunnel 
and Dallas there is a long high trestle which 
was built after the must approved manner 
About 10 o'clock local freight train No. 59, 
which was coming south, was passing Over 
this trestle. The engine had _ cleared 
the woodwork, the tender was nearly off 
and the first car was within a few feet ol the 
sulid ground when the second car broke louse 
from the frst and tumbied over the side of 
the trestie, pulling with itthe balance of the 
train. It is stated that the second car 
bruke down and that they caused 
the first and second cers to uncoupie 
which resulted in the loss of hfe. Io ail 
eleven cars left the track, and piled them- 
selves up atthefoot of the bridge. y 4 the 
accident, Charles Walker, a culored brake- 
man, was instantly killed. He was badly 
mashed by thecars. M. R. Kidwell, an en- 
gineer, was so badly injared that he died 
within three hours. Mr. Kidwe!l was the en- 
gineer in charge of engine Ne. 53, which he 
leftat the tunnel, when he boarded the 
freight train fur the purpose of coming to At- 
lanta to spend Sunday with his family, whose 
home ison Fair street.

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SHORT TALKS WITH THE SCRIBES 


OF THE COUNTY PRESS. 


Reminiscences of Walker County Court House—The 
Retreating Indiane-The Abandened Baby— 
Farming Lands in Bro ks and Thomas— 

New Potatoes for Dinner, Bto. 


The destruction of the Walker county courthouse 
touches atender chord in the heart of the editor of 
the Messenger. The building had stood the storms 
for forty five years, having been begun in 1837 and 
fiuished in 1838. Its life, so'o speak, coyered an 
eventful period. As its walls went up they wit- 
nessed the gathering in of the Cherokees, who, 
under the pressure of the strong hand of the govern- 
meut, were about to look their last upon the hills 
and valleys and water courses they loved so well 
They saw the two dusky warriors, Pocket Book and 
Crush, who murdered the Burke family in Broom 
Town. march to the gallows, which was erected in 
the hollow east of town. In later days, they 
looked down upon the army of Tennessee, 
as it prepared for the bloody encounter 
with the army of the Cumberland at whickamauga. 
In June, 18:4, they felt the rain of leaden hail, when 
Pillow made his fruitless dash upon the town and 
found Watkins's men secure within brick walls. In 
1865, when the end was drawing nigh, they saw the 
army of the Cumberland pass by asit swept south. 
In more peaceful days, before and since, they had 
looked down upon the long line of able judges who 
adorned this circuit—Hooper, Kennon, Wright, 
Trippe, Lumpkin, Crooke, Walker, Parrott, Kirby, 
Harvey, Underwood and Branham Browne, the 
sternest of them all, presided when Mitchell stood 
up te hear the sentence of death fall from his.lips. 
But for the old courthouse, fate has closed the re- 
cord. Its doors will be opened nemore. An inter- 
esting incident is told by the Messenger as follows: 

The man who in 1837 took the cont act of building 
the court house, and who had put up mauy county 
huildings, was Overton Hitchvock. He knew how 
to take a haud ina fight as well as to lay a brick. 
Qn one oceasion, while the work Was going on, 
Walker’s best fighers, the five Smiths, four brothers 
and a eousin, who were afraid of nothing morial, 
noteven corn whisky, were riding out of town. 
drunk enough to ride and yell like Comanches, 
Roddy Wheeler waS shoeing a& horse at 
his shop, which stood in what 
now the Dickerson garden. As 
dashed by one of the Smiths struck the horse. 
was enough (0 irritate a saint, and Wheeler showed 
by the way he ventilated bis feelings he was not 
one. The smiths called a halt, dismounted and 
proceeded to inaugurate the biggest fight ever got- 
ten upin these dig ins. For awbile they had it all 
their own way. With them to strike at a man was 
to lay him out. Hitchcock, who was at work, when 
he learned that the tide of battle was going aguinst 
the Wheelers rallied his hands and undertook the 
hardest job of his life, the whipping of that fight. 
Burrel Smith was probably the best man physically 
that ever trod shoe leather in Walker, and Ambrose 
was one of the regular blue hen’s chick 
ens, Their purty were | imarmed 
while their assailants came at them with knives and 
sticks. Hyde, one of the court house hands, partly 
disem bowled Ambrosesmith; but when he retired 
from the fightit was only to get a handkerchief to 
bind upthe wound. Then he waded in again. 
Butfate was against him and his. Outnuyebered, 
exhausied, wounded and bleeding, they were 
knocked down one by one, unable to rise again. 
they bad to acknowledge that they were the under 
dogs in the fight. Then came the preparations for 
the lock-up. But Ambrose, who obsiiiately refus- 
ed to walk, was tied hog fashion, swungonu a rail, 
face down and bowels protruding and carried 
to jail. Yetthe man did not die. He recovered 
a: dgot religion, while Hitchcock finished his con- 
iract without having tocall his hands any more 
from labor, to that sort of refreshment.

Mr.and Mrs. T. has no children, hence 
they are as happyasapy mether aud father with 
their first bora. We are glad that ‘Frank Reid” has 
fallen into good hands. 

The Atheus Banner says that Mr. George T. Mur- 
rell killed a mad dog on his place near Winterville, 
and the Thomaston Times says there were two mad 
dogs in the neighborhood of Hightower’s mill, in 
Upson county. That one of them bit another dog 
and herun mad and was killed. The same dog bit 
a hog, which died. TwochiHdren of Mr. McFarlin 
were bitten by one of the dogs and the family and 
the neighbors are excited and fear the results. 

Hartwell Sun: In 1845, one of the big farmers of 
this county. who worked nine grown hands, five or 
six boys, and six horses, made fourfeen bales of 
cotton, packed in round bales, Weighieica little 
over three-hundred ;ounds,. Some ‘of ¥is boys 
wanted to go to Augusta with the cotton. The old 
man told therm if they would make him twenty 
bales the next year they might gothen. This year 
Jim Evaus, with noone but his wife to help him, 
made eighteen bales which averaged 500 pounds 
each. Whosays Hart isn’t on an up grade now? 

Rabbits and squirrels still engage the attention 
of the sporting ediior. The Fort Gaines Mirror 
says that ''Mr. J. B. Grimsley, Mayor Speight and 
Tom Speight varieo the monotony of things Tues- 
day by going on a squirrelhunt. They tapped over 
eight of the cunning little rascals, but they consider 
this asmall day’s work,.’’ The Cumming Clarion 
notes that Frank Baker, at Rogers's ferry, has been 
chasing «nd trying to kiila black rabbit which is 
making its homein the cane on the banks of the 
Chattahoochee. He saysitis the first black rabbit 
he ever saw or heard of. The Washington Gazette 
says that Mr. J. C. Truitt recently killed a perfectly 
white squirrel newer Independence church in this 
cougty. It was full grownand very pretiy. The 
skin has been stuffed. 

Fort Gaines Mirror: Mr. A, C, Brown on Wedues- 
day killed a wild turkey which weighed eighteen 
pouuds after it was dressed. 

Danielsville Monitor: Mr. Ben Bird has a cow 
that gave birth to twins the other vight—both do- 
ing well. 

Albany News: Albany’s third artesian well is 
now about six hundred feet deep, and is sending 
forth fteen gallons of water per minute.

About three hundred trout were transferred from 
the streams on the north side of the Rlueridge to 
this pond on the foot of the Blueridge on the south 
side. They lived and have dene well; some of 
them atthis time will weigh one or two pounds. 
In the spring of 1882 they spawned and deposited 
their eggs, and the young were hatched out and 
now there are thousands of the young and doing 
well. This establishes the fact that the mountain 
trout can be raised at: levated points on the south 
side of the Blueridge, Porter Springs, in thiscoun- 
ty, is some three thousand feet above the sea level.

So you see [ charge that 
amount up to every person who hasa book 
with me, Now, what have youto say? Did 
this man do right or did he do wreng? Lo

Crawford and 
Nichols of the Southern Medical college were se- 
lected to yor the operation. The child was 
examined, bis system nourished and pre ared for 
it, and on Weduesday, January 31st, with much 
greater difficulty than was anticipated, it was suc 

cessfully performed The bone-was found to be 
diseased, and much more of it removed than was 
expected. It was exeedingly difficult to remove 
afver the ends were cut off. While every appliance 
and attention has,been given that could be done,and 
his condition progressing favorably, the surgeons 
are nRotsanguite as to the successful union of the 
bones on account of the diseased condition.

A Prominent Citizen Makes an Appeal For More Maud

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OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Some Interesting Facts of the Work of the Paat 
Year. . 

Yes erday a CONSTITUTION reporter in search of 
something interesting droppedin at tchool Com- 
missioner Orr's office and found it. 

The doctor was, as usual, very busily engaged, 
but was able to spare a few moments to_a visitor, so 
we approached him at once. 

‘Doctor, your work there seems to be very im- 
portant to judge from your devotion toit. Can’tI 
ask whatitis you are doing?’ 

“Certainly,’’ said he. ‘lam just finishing upa 
tabulated statement of what we didin the public 
schools last year. As you came in I was about put- 
ting the last touches to it, before turning it over to 
the printer to be incorporated in my report for 
1881-2.’ 

“Wll that report show any improvement in the 
schools of last yenr over those of previous years?’’ 

“Yes, avery decided improvement. It will be 
the most complete report as to statistics that I have 
ever published. I would like to give youa few 
facts for publicationin ycur daily, which, by the 
way, isone of the best newspapersinu the state, if 
not the vers beft.”’ 

We modestly’sizgnified our assentand sothe doc- 
tor went on, 

“To begin with, myreport wil give an exact 
statement of the entire amount of mone: spent last 
year in Georgia on all the public schools, city and 
country. Lhave never attempted this before, on 
account of the slowness with whicha portion of the 
‘chool fuudcomesin, Last yearourcountry schools 
had the beuefit of an entire fund of $408,530.41. That 
looks like a iarge sum of money, when viewed in the 
fevrevate, but our attendance was so creat that it 
was Oouly sufficient to pay an average of 854-10 cents 
per month per pu,il. srom which you can judge 
that the teachers are not getting mch very rapidl 
In our city schools, which include the country 
schools also in Bibb, Richmond, Chatham aud 
Giynn, wespent last year an entire total of $175,644 - 
$4. This includes‘ the counties I mentioned just 
now. and the cities of Atlanta, Americus, Columbus 
and West Point. 7 hus, you see, these eight districts, 
includiwg four cities and four counties, h@la fund 
of more than one-third of that used in al! the rest of 
the state. They kept schools in operation on an 
average $3 5monthsand at an average cost of 99% 
cents per mouth per pupil.’ 

‘You mentioned, doctor. the large enrollment in 
the echools last year. Was it any greater: than in 
former years’”’ 

‘*To be sure it was. I never looked foranything 
else. That has been the invariable rule with 
us from the (first. The smallest increase 
we ever had was between nine and ten thousand, 
Last year our enrollment was greater by more than 
twelve thousahd than it was the year before. Last 
year we had 256,432 children in school: about half 
of the entire school population of the state.’’ 

“What was the proportionate attendance as to 
race ?’’ 

“To judge from that the schools seem to be more 
popular among the whites. More than half of the 
entire white school population were in attendance 
and only abouta third of the colored There were 
161,377 whites in the public schools and 95,055 chil- 
dren of the colored race."’ 

‘What school legislation do you think we need ?"’ 

‘Very iittle, except such as will give us more 
money. Our school law has been judged by com- 
petent critics equal to the very bestin the union.’’ 

“Can't you tell me something else of general 
interest doctor?’’ 

‘Nothing more just now: but I am 
at work on acircular that will be one of the most 
important I have ever published, and I would like 
lo give you some facts from that as soon as | have it 
ready. it will show the amount of money for 
schools to be derived in each county in the state 
from some measures now before the general as- 
ser bly gh 

“Very well, sir; I will cal) again.’’

Such a 
scene doubtless angels luoked upon with holy joy 
While the husband. children, father, mother, broth 
ers and sisters were bathed in tears she was wing- 
ing her way through the pearly gatesinto the celes- 
tial city, and while the groans of earthly friends 
had just died away, the melodized anthems of 
glory were vibrating upon herear, rolling through 
the corridors of,her Heavenly home. 

‘she has gone, forever gone, 
From this sad world of woe, 
Where weeping anthemsroll along 
And tears of sorrow flow."’ 
Now, dear beloved ones, cease from weeping and 
wipe away the tear? You cannot bring her back 
but you can go to her.
